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EDITORIAL. 


One of the most disappointing features of present-day library 
life is the increasing impotence of the Library Association. We 
cannot see how the Association is justifying its existence at present, 
except through its examination work. Its meetings are tragic 
failures in London, and it does not seem to be leading opinion in 
any way that we can see. There has been, not only in the Library 
Association but generally, a failure of enthusiasm which is the 
most fatal aftermath of the war. The armistice found our workers 
burning with enthusiasm to build a new library profession, to 
make good in a thousand ways. Where is that enthusiasm now ? 
As for the meetings, the fact can be explained by the equally 
certain fact that the war destroyed our old social habits. We no 
longer meet at night with verve and pleasure; we, Londoners 
especially, seem to have a feeling that it is not respectable to be 
out after dark. 

* 

There was never need for greater watchfulness than now; never 
greater need for a powerful Library Association. The Geddes 
Reports have tended to destroy every high educational ideal that 
Englishmen have gradually built up in the last century. The 
report calmly recommends that all the school evils against which 
enlightened men have fought should be reinstated ; and although 
it appears that the Government has no intention of adopting these 
recommendations as a whole, they have given immense delight 
to hundreds of reactionaries, and it behoves all associations who 
are concerned with the things of the mind to be alert.

There will be two summer schools in librarianship this summer—- 
one at University College, London, from July 17th to July 29th, 
as we detail on another page; and the other at the University 
College of Wales, Aberystwyth, in the fortnight immediately 
succeeding. Both are extremely attractive, and we forbear to 
comment upon the want of diplomacy on one side or the other 
which has prevented the combination of these two schools into 
one. As it is there are advantages this year that were absent 
hitherto from the two summer schools. Usually the provincial 
assistant wants to come to London for part of his holiday; and 
the Londoner, on the contrary, wants to go to the country. Both 
Londoner and Provincial will now have the chance to combine 
a course in sound library training with the type of holiday they 
prefer. 

* * * 

At the February meeting of the Library Association the subject 
of discussion was Home Binderies ; and the question is undoubtedly 
one that from time to time exercises the mind of the librarian. 
The advantage of having one’s binding done under one’s own eye, 
with the materials one has chosen and with continuous supervision 
of each process, is obvious. But we have yet to be convinced that 
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the plan is either economical or expeditious. Only by bringing 
together the bills of a library having such a bindery and a similar 
library not having one, and comparing the results as to cost, speed 
in work, resultant wear, etc., can the matter be settled. 

As the matter is important, we may express the view that the 
worst policy is to bind “ by tender.’” Few binders are capable 
of handling every type of book with equal success; and we are 
convinced that the librarian should select his binder in relation 
to the kind of work to be done. At the same time there are several 
binders whose work is of average merit, and if the librarian can 
use the services of all of them, he can get his work done without 
the long delays which usually occur when he is bound by the tender 
system to one binder only. 

* 

To judge by the remarks in The Library Assistant, few recent 
opinions have created more stir in the minds of assistants than 
our statement that unqualified assistants of twenty-five have no 
career before them in libraries. The Editor of our pleasant con- 
temporary says that if such assistants exist the chief librarian is 
to blame, and answers our pertinent query whether or not any 
member of the L.A.A. Council would give a substantial appoint- 
ment to such an assistant, by saying: ‘‘ Of course not. But our 
contention is that an assistant ought not to be allowed -merely ¢o 
serve, and that if he does not show signs of qualifying it is the 
moral duly of the chief to see that he does qualify or leave.’’ We 
reply : It is the duty of the librarian to select the best assistants 
available (which are not always the best possible) at the junior 
stage, and to see that the claims of the craft, its text-books, and 
so forth, are known to and at the disposal of those who serve 
Beyond that we cannot accept for him any responsibility at all 
in the matter. An assistant in a live library who fails to recognize 
his duty to qualify is lacking in observation, moral sight and 
commonsense. It is the chief’s duty and privilege to give oppor- 
tunities and to reward qualifications ; and there the ethical side 
of the question ends. 

We gave willing publicity last month to the letter on American 
librarians from Miss Clara V. Hunt. As she says, it is quite true 
that we have criticised certain American attitudes towards British 
libraries, but we are quite prepared to believe they are exceptional 
and not typical. There can be no doubt that the world would be 
better for a direct connection, which is now lacking, between the 
libraries of the two countries. We hope it may come to pass 
Our ideals in librarianship are similar if not identical. Here, as 
there, Cutter is the Bible of the cataloguer; the Anglo-American 
code is our common property ; and if the Decimal classification is 
not as universally used here as in America, it is still the most-used 
system of shelf arrangement. We have no real grounds of difference, 
except that we believe American publicity methods are as a rule 
unsuitable to the English psychology. 
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BOOK HUNTING IN OXFORD. 


By A Book COLLECTOR. 

Book Hunting in Oxford is as nearly ideal as it is possible for 
it to be in England; at least I have found it so, after considerable 
experience of it. The antiquarian booksellers, although they may | 
possibly have small stocks of the books that one is specially search- 
ing for, seem to me to be particularly glad to see one, which is not 
by any means always the case, as sometimes it appears that they 
would rather one did not enter their emporium. I met, however, 
only smiling faces during my recent days of book hunting in 
Oxford, and found that every facility was given me to carry on 
my collecting. 

Oxfordites do not seem to be keen on Botany. This is the par- 
ticular line that I go in for most, and I found very much smaller 
stocks of the books here than I expected. Compare Oxford with 
Cambridge—and I know how jealous one is of the other—book- 
sellers in Cambridge hold enormous stocks of Botany books com- 
pared with what Oxford antiquarian booksellers do ; still, I have 
no cause to grumble, as I found a great many books that I required, 
including one for which I had advertised constantly for three or 
four years, and for which I would have paid at least ten times the 
price asked for it. 

One can collect books comfortably in Oxford. and that is a great 
thing, as collecting is mostly done during one’s holidays, and one 
does not care for the inconvenience one is subjected to so often 
in many of the smaller antiquarian bookshops. I dislike intensely 
having to turn myself into an acrobat and climb up ladders only 
suitable for monkeys, in the vain effort to see a book that I require 
on the shelf about 12 feet above my head; but I like with equal 
intensity the Oxford antiquarian booksellers who at their own 
suggestion put all the books they have on a long table for you, 
so that you can go right along their rows, examine each book 
minutely, and see whether it is the one you require or not. 

Comparing prices, certainly Oxford prices are very reasonable. 
One naturally expects to pay a higher price for a book in the 
Provinces than one would in London, where there is so much com- 
petition, but undoubtedly prices in Oxford are exceedingly reason- 
able—often too much so. I have been fortunate enough to pick 
the rare first volume of a certain work on forestry which I believe 
1 was never going to get in my lifetime. The price asked in Oxford 
was 4s. 2d. cash, and by this morning’s post I get a report from 
London of the same first volume for 34s. 2d. One wonders whether 
it was a coincidence, and that my Antiquarian friend in London 
had heard that a copy was available in Oxford and was going to 
put 30s. profit in his pocket over the transaction. 

I certainly benefitted by the lack of method shown by one Oxford 
bookseller who has a large stock of secondhand Botany books 
during my visit. Six members of the trade have been continually 
advertising for a certain book for me for nearly a year now, and 
apparently this expert does not keep a record of the books which 
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are advertised for so often, otherwise I should not have been able 
to secure the great bargain that I wanted. I casually mentioned 
while I was doing some book hunting in his emporium that I 
supposed he had not got a copy of “so and so,” and he said he 
thought he had. He produced it, and I paid for it. Then I asked 
him why he did not report it, as it had been advertised for prac- 
tically every week. His reply amused me—it was to the effect 
that he never troubled to report books, he was always sure of 
selling them without—and yet he had had this book in stock 
since 1896. 

There is one thing, however, that Oxford can learn from a 
certain Northern antiquarian bookshop I visit often, and that is 
with regard to the arrangement of their books. It has them all 
classified into sections, otherwise one would not attempt to find 
anything, of course, but beyond sectional classification there 
seems to be no classification at all. Alphabetic order, either of 
titles or of authors’ names, ought certainly to be followed, I consider; 
and in one instance I wasted a good many hours going through a 
pile of books hoping I could find some I wanted, whereas had they 
been alphabetically arranged I could have seen at a glance that 
there was nothing that I required. 

One thing I like about Oxford antiquarian booksellers is that 
they give book collectors like myself option without the faintest 
demur. I always go about with a skeleton of my want list in my 
pocket, but were I to take with me the fullest details of all the 
editions that I have and the editions of certain books that I want, 
I should not be able to carry this list. It is therefore most satis- 
factory to be told that they will put a pile of books on one side 
for one, so that one can communicate with the person in charge 
of one’s library during one’s absence to get this information where 
there is any doubt in one’s mind concerning it. I have taken full 
advantage of this during my recent visit, and have made a larger 
number of small purchases by this means than would have been 
possible if I had had to decide whether to take the books on the 
day I saw them or whether to leave them on the chance of securing 
them later. 

To sum up, I consider that book hunting in Oxford has unbounded 
possibilities, and I wonder very much why collectors from London 
do not descend on this Cathedral city far more often than they do.

LETTERS ON OUR AFFAIRS. 


DEAR ERATOSTHENES, 
I had intended to write this month to Callimachus, whom we 
seem to have been neglecting lately, but I feel that I must reprove 
ou for your kindly remarks about my short Shawlet. Sure enough 
on to tell you how I appreciate your perception, but that would 
never do lest we be accused of patting one another’s backs—so 
I say “ reprove ” instead. 
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Well, I suppose you, as all of us, have been in a state of tension 
lest local versions of the Geddes Axe should

upon us and our work. In some cases it will—others will be happier 
——when there will be no action open but to accept, I’m afraid. Just 
when we are beginning to make headway against our war-time and 
pre-rate-limitation-removal setbacks we are threatened with yet 
another hindrance. There seems every likelihood that local 
authorities will endeavour to reduce expenditure on libraries as 
on every thing else at a time when we need all we can lay our 
gtasping hands upon, but it is to be hoped—not without reason— 
that we shall not fare too badly. In fact, our fare will be the fair 
play that recent enlightenment as to the value of our work has 
brought us. With our short spell of fairly adequate finances we 
(those of us who have been so favoured, at least) have done so 
much to indicate the lines of our developing usefulness that the 
opponents of library expenditure—there were never many opponents 
of libraries—are mostly ashamed of their past opinions. If it is 
not straining too much a well-worn pun, may it be said that during 
the last year or so the disease from which our opponents suffered 
has been kept at bay by a kind of prophylaxis? Another reason, 
though, why we should not be decapitated is the fact that the 
decreased cost of everything, including labour, will enable us to 
show substantially lower estimates for the coming year with still 
the possibility of obtaining much the same return as before. All 
salaries that are based on the Civil Service awards will show decided 
decreases, and the nine shilling book of last year will only cost 
seven-and-six this. This difference in the aggregate should amount 
to a large enough drop in our demands to satisfy the local axe- 
grinders—to use the expression in a topical sense, of course. We 
may even manage to squeeze a little more than last year (on the 
new basis of expenditure) to devote something to the provision of

for our newsrooms. Don’t think I am laughing at your sugges- 
tions, Eratosthenes. Far from it I see eye to eye with you in 
your ideas of the ideal newsroom. Especially do I agree with 
your criticism of the “If you only knew our folk ’’ objectors. 
Those people would advocate slums if they were logical. They 
show their ignorance of human nature, forgetting that quite 90 
per cent. of slum dwellers would rejoice greatly at the prospect of 
a garden city, and, in their rejoicing, would respect and appreciate 
their betterment far more than those who have been born to it. 
Man is always on the look-out for his own improvement. The 
only treuble is that it is difficult for him to keep his weather eye 
open amid the drugging influences of his environment, and it is our 
duty to help him. Give the working man a “ nice” respectable 
newsroom and he'll appreciate and respect it. You can’t expect 
him to respect some of the dirty survivals of mid-Victorian 
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charitable-institutions-cum-newsrooms one can find. No man 
would dream of expectorating on a newsroom floor if the cleanli- 
ness of the room made such an action obviously incongruous and 
sacriligious. The newsroom isin my opinion not the necessary evil of 
a library but one of its most valuable departments. For a news- 
room appeals primarily to those who are least susceptible to the 
appeals of literature and most in need of it. There are thousands 
to whom the newspaper is the acme of intellectual effort—but 
they will eventually tire of newspapers as the staple dish in their 
mental pabulum, especially when they cannot even enjoy the 
benefit of free insurance against 
Mumps AND MEASLEs, 


and the next step is the lending library. Here, however, thereis a 
difficulty which leads me to suggest another provision. Many of 
these people have no homes in which reading is possible, so let us 
provide, if and when we can, a reading room in the proper (not 
the Shavian “improper ”’) sense of the word, a room in which 
they can read anything that the more favoured reader can peruse 
by his fire-side--badly cockling the bindings in the process. Let 
it be a comfortable room, too. It would be a powerful influence 
for good—but apart from that moralising, also a legitimate answer 
toa public demand. It should then be possible for a reader to borrow 
from the lending shelves, read his book in the reading room, and 
at each day’s end hand it in to an assistant to be reserved pro tem. 
This would turn the desultory nibbling of newspaper tit-bits into 
the more useful and far more interesting perusal of a solid work 
from cover to cover. The word “ solid”’ is, of course, used in a 
comparative sense. I don’t mean Schopenhauer or Spencer 

any decent novel will do to begin with, or even to end with. 
Unemployment is bringing many to our libraries and especially 
to our newsrooms who have never been before. These people are

Instead they are a grand opportunity. What are we doing for 
them ? Will they desert us when we reach better times? It is 
to be hoped not. 

Speaking of the labouring man reminds me of another article 
which appeared in The Librarian recently. I know the editor will 
not object to my advertising once more this our only independent 
competitor, for though there must be a certain element of healthy 
rivalry between us we can never forget that our cause is one and 
the same. Besides, I feel it a duty and a privilege to answer some 
of the points raised by Mr. Arthur Roberts in his spirited apprecia- 
tion of our work, since no other has done so. Mr. Roberts is so 
enthusiastic, so encouraging to us, so generous in his estimate of 
the spirit in which we perform our duties, that it seems only fair 
of us to tell him that some of his objections are without foundation. 
This is not a mere waiving aside of complaints but a sincere attempt 
to meet him and his fellows. In the first place I agree with him 
when he says that “ the worst thing that ever happened to Free (?) 
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libraries was to call them free’’ I, too, hate the term. “ Public’ 
libraries should be the universally adopted expression. Public 
libraries are no more free than water and street lighting. 


I must protest, however, when he asks “‘What freeborn English- 
man is going to use a library when he may by an inadvertancy 
become liable ’’ for an offence under the offences in Libraries Act ? 
Mr. Roberts knows as well as I do that given such an evil desire 
on the part of those who administer the law, any man at any time 
may be imprisoned for standing at a street corner waiting for a 
‘bus. But no man has ever been so imprisoned. And never has 
any man been unjustly accused by a library authority. On the 
contrary, I can provide instances where culpable and despicable 
offences have been left unpunished by authorities who have no 
desire to deal severely with anyone if such severity can be avoided. 
Please tell your public, Mr. Roberts, that these rules are framed 
as a protection against people whom the working man would 
repudiate as emphatically as we do. Again, the guarantor-rule 
difficulty is a myth. I have come across very few instances where 
the guarantor rule would have hindered a potential borrower from 
becoming an actual one, and in all of those instances where the 
reader has presented his case to the librarian a satisfactory arrange- 
ment has been made without any loss of civic dignity for the 
borrower. The rule is not intended to prevent the unscrupulous 
from stealing books—any fool could purloin as many as he wished 
from any library—but to counteract a normal taint of forgetful- 
ness that afflicts equally the working man, the college student (as 
Mr. Roberts points out), and-—tell it not in Gath—the librarian 
himself. 

The demand for an interchangeable ticket is quite legitimate. 
As librarians, though we see the many objections to such a system 
as a general practice, we have always been willing to do our utmost 
in this matter. Some libraries have even regular arrangements 
for holiday borrowers, and in any case all that a man needs to do 
is to ask his librarian for an introduction to the library of the 
district from which he wants to borrow. There would be no further 
difficulty. 

I trust Mr. Roberts will find this an answer to his article, and also 
our opportunity to thank him for his endeavour to further the 
understanding between librarian and reader which is so essential 
to all of us. 

Have you noticed what a bad habit I have of beginning by 
addressing my letter to you and finishing by talking to someone 
else ? I hope I am excused.

We are pleased to note that the Kensar Rise Library will be 
reopened on April 3rd, under the open access system. 

The Librarian of NEWARK-ON-TRENT, Mr. Arthur Smith, in 
addition to carrying out a “ story-telling "’ programme in connec- 
tion with the Children’s department of the library, has been very 
active in his endeavour to obtain readers and to stimulate a desire 
for sound reading. During the Winter months he has given lectures 
to several societies in the town. The first had the popular title, 
“The Humourous Side of Public Libraries’’; the second was given 
by request to the students (180) of the Science and Arts School, 
under the title of “The Value of Classification to Students.” A 
third is a study of Maurice Maeterlinck and a special entertaining 
lecture of that author’s play, “The Blue Bird,” for which Mr. 
Smith has quite a good collection of slides. 

“A Commercial and Technical Library for Sheffield ’’ was the 
subject of an address and meeting of the Sheffield Rotary Club 
recently by the Chief Librarian, Mr. R. J. Gorpon. 

Sheffield had lagged behind somewhat in this respect, but great 
interest was being evinced in the matter, and steps were now being 
taken to provide the commercial community of Sheffield with the 
necessary library. 

Dr. W. Ripper spoke of the great value which the technical library 
at the Sheffield University Applied Science Department had proved 
to the students, and of the prohibitive cost of studying technical 
subjects when the student had to purchase his own books. The 
provision of the suggested library, he said, would make the whole 
city a university. He suggested that to stimulate interest in it 
the Chamber of Commerce should offer periodically prizes for 
essays on subjects covered by the library. 

The Lord Mayor, Alderman Chas. Simpson, who is chairman of 
the Libraries Committee, emphasised that such a library would 
prove equally valuable to emplovers and to young people learning 
a trade. 

He urged Sheffield business men and manufacturers to support 
the project by contributing to it any books which would be suitable 
for such a library. 

A long-desired and urgently needed extension of the Lonpon 
Lrprary has at length been completed. Seven new floors, providing 
accommodation for an additional 200,000 volumes, have been 
erected over a vacant space, a kind of backyard at the rear of the 
building in St. James’s Square ; and these floors now form a con- 
tinuation and integral part of the Library. 

The shelving is of steel instead of wood, and the floors are of 
thick glass instead of iron gratings. Yet another great advantage 
is an automatic passenger lift running from the basement to the 
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top floor. The architect of the new section is Mr. Osborn Smith, 
who carried out the entire reconstruction of the London Library 
building a quarter-of-a-century ago. The whole of the new struc- 
ture has been finished in a year, at a total cost of £24,000. 


The value of the library to various students is not in need of 
proof to-day. Mr. Frederic Harrison once declared that to join 
the London Library is to ensure a long life, and he spoke with 
authority, seeing that he has been a life member since 1855; while 
Mr. Sydney Gedge dates his membership from even two years 
earlier. The library has now about 400,000 volumes, of which 
170,000 have been added during the last 25 years. 


The Publicity Committee of the Library Association is now an 
accomplished fact. The proposal to form such a Committee was 
mooted as far back as the March Quarterly Meeting of the Council 
last year, we believe, but it was evidently not considered urgent 
enough to deal with before the Annual Meeting, when it was nearly 
crowded out. However, the insistence of the mover secured its 
actual formation at the December Meeting, and the initial meet- 
ing of the Committee was called for February, 1922. It has thus 
been on the way for practically a year, therefore, but now it is in 
actual being. We think that it will render a national service, and 
we wish it well, for the Library World has always been a champion 
of publicity. The new Committee has men of ideas upon it. The 
Chairman is Mr. Stanley Jast, who has always supported the pro- 
posals for a special committee to be formed for propaganda pur- 
poses. Mr. Walter D. Briscoe, who has been a persistent advocate 
of publicity, and who is the author of Library Advertising (Grafton 
and Co.), is the Honorary Secretary ; and other members of the 
committee are Mr. Berwick Sayers, Mr. George A. Stephen, Mr. J. 
W. Singleton, the Hon. Sec. of the North-Western Branch Associa- 
tion; and Mr. Gurner P. Jones, B.A., the Hon. Sec. of the 
Library Assistants’ Association. 
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PERSONAL. 


Mr. Jotun Harrison, formerly Librarian of Bromley (Kent) 
Public Library, passed away at Greenwich on Sunday, February 
12th, at the age of 53, after a long and painful illness. Born at 
South Shields, Mr. Harrison began his library career in that town 
in 1887. In 1891 he was appointed Sub-Librarian of Lewisham 
Public Libraries, and in 1894 First Librarian of Bromley. He 
resigned the latter position in 1905, when the Council recorded its 
appreciation of his services by a resolution and presenting him 
with a copy over its seal. In 1906 he was appointed an assistant 
at Bishopsgate Institute, and here he remained for thirteen years, 
proving himself a capable librarian and a loyal and unselfish 
colleague. 

Mr. JouN Suir, Assistant-in-Charge of the Great Lever Branch 
Library, Bolton, has been appointed Deputy Librarian of Norwich, 
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ABERDEEN.—-Thirty-Seventh Annual Report, 1920-21. 
LIBRARIAN: G. M. Fraser. Income: £8,756, from rate (1jd.) 
£8,165; Stock: Reference, 55,160; lending, 39,967. Issues :

Owing to the removal of the Id. rate limitation the Committee have 
been in a position to increase the salaries of all members of the staff and to 
reduce substantially the debts which had been accumulating under the old 
restrictions. Much attention has been given to work with children, a summary 
of this appearing below : 

* Special attention continues to be given to the systematic development 
of juvenile reading in connection with the Public Libraries of the country. 
It happens that in Aberdeen we have a particularly fine Juvenile Reading 
Room, with Juvenile Library—-Open Access-——in full operation. And when 
it is remembered that we have in connection with that Juvenile Department 
about 3,000 school children, and that 46,237 volumes were issued to them 
for home reading from their own Library-—in addition to many volumes 
which juveniles (over 12) are entitled to borrow from the general Lending 
Department-—it can be seen that substantial work is being done. Still, one 
feels that we might be getting not only a larger proportion of the children 
of the city, but getting into closer touch with their reading. That, however, 
may only be possible through the schools, but in this connection a most 
interesting suggestion came a few months ago from one of the Headmasters 
in Aberdeen. It is referred to in this extract from the Minutes of the Sub- 
Committee :- 

“‘«The Librarian reported an application by the Headmaster of one of 
the city schools, as to whether one of the senior classes in the school (40 
children) would be accepted as borrowers from the Public Library (and to 
the use of the Juvenile Reading Room) on his personal guarantee. The idea 
was that the class teacher (who had suggested the arrangement) wished to 
keep closely in touch with the children’s reading, and would direct them to 
borrow from the Library once a week, and report to her what books they had 
out. He (the Librarian) accepted the guarantee, and the children had been 
enrolled, and were now using the Library and the Juvenile Reading Room 
most of them for the first time. The Sub-Committee cordially approved of 
the arrangement.’ 

“ These children are using the Juvenile Library and Reading Room ver, 
methodically, and having their teacher working along with them, in a sense, 
they are very keen on the movement. Meantime, the practice of giving « 
short course of lectures on certain aspects of Local History in the Juvenile 
Department was continued last winter by the Librarian.”’

For some considerable time now the “ Readers’ Index ”’ of the Croydon 
Public Libraries has contained a list of all lectures to be held in the town, and 
in this, probably the first independent publication of an adult education 
committee, this very excellent idea is developed. There can be no over- 
estimating the value of this kind of work, which should be done in every town 
of any size where the amount of non-vocational education activity is so large 
that unless there is some co-ordinate statement much will be overlooked by 
those who would benefit. Seldom have these lecture societies and such-like 
institutions any sum available for adequate advertisements, and it is clear 
that only by means of a co-operative list such as this is it possible to reach 
the whole public, and in these days of a great popular demand for the best 
forms of intellectual recreation it would be lamentable if this means of increas- 
ing the influence of all the education work that is being done in cach town 
were to be neglected. 

And, the library being the undoubted intellectual centre of every town, 
it is well that the library authority should take an important share in the 
production of such lists as this. In this particular instance the means adopted 
of bringing the library into touch with the societies is that of extensive book 
lists, and there could be no better method. 

The Shetheld Committee are to be congratulated upon having rendered 
a valuable public service which should be imitated by every self-respecting 
town, and it is a duty of all good librarians to do their utmost to promote 
this work. 

The WiGan Education has also issued a similar joint list of lectures held 
in the Borough.

NOTTINGHAM. 
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LIBRARY ASSOCIATION MEETING. 


Times change and customs alter, and the truth of this was realised 
in some measure at the meeting of the L.A. held on January 18th, 
when the members assembled at the re-constructed and re-fashioned 
Library of Westminster in Great Smith Street. Stately high- 
polished walnut met the visitor’s gaze in all directions, a subdued 
and dignified lighting system revealed the new open-access arrange- 
ments in all their beauty, and the presence of Mr. Hugh Walpole 
to address the gathering added distinction to the occasion. The 
attendance was not what might have been expected, and the 
timely arrival of several members of the L.A.A. Council from a 
meeting in a neighbouring library was a very considerable addition 
to the meeting. 

It was agreed that Mr. Herbert Jones should take the chair, 
and with his customary felicitous eloquence he introduced Mr. 
Walpole with some indication of the subject on which Mr. Walpole 
would speak, viz., “Co-operation between the Publisher, the 
Bookseller, and the Librarian.”’ Not all successful novelists are 
endowed with the gift of speech, but Mr. Walpole is a shining example 
of the lecturer possessing words combined with charm of manner, 
and for the best part of an hour he held the attention of his audience 
on a topic about which he confessed he knew very little. However, 
Mr. Walpole told some amusing stories in admirable style, giving a 
vivid and intimate account of the feelings of a young author on 
the publication of his first book, when he is staggered by the indiff- 
erence of a callous world because it fails to be electrified immediately 
by the birth of such an epoch-making volume ; also of his visits 
to book shops in different localities in an artful endeavour to 
create an interest in his production. He spoke of his experiences 
in the United States, where the local public library seemed to be 
the intellectual centre of every town; how he was always rushed 
to see the library, which was a place adorned with flowers and 
books placed alluringly on convenient tables for all to inspect 
without any restriction whatsoever. He had not come into contact 
with many British public libraries, and thought it might be a good 
thing if librarians were to invite authors to visit the institutions 
in their charge. So far as he had a theme at all, it would appear 
that Mr. Walpole desired the creation of some agency for focussing 
public attention on books, or the devising of some system by which 
reading folk might have brought to their knowledge a sufficient 
idea of the constant stream of books issuing from the press. It was 
all deliciously intangible and unpracticak, and separated from Mr. 
Walpole’s personality amounted to little more than nothing. Yet 
it was very pleasant and was thoroughly enjoyed by those present. 


The subsequent discussion was opened by Mr. Bernard Kettle, 
who fulminated against the publishers and their methods; Mr. 
Beazley contributed his views as a bookseller, assuring the meeting 
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that profits in the trade were small, and that the cultured assistants 
Mr. Walpole had pleaded for were in most cases an economic impos- 
sibility ; Miss Frost invited the lecturer to the library in a well- 
known sea-side resort, where he would his arrangements not 
altogether dis-similar to those he had found in the States; and Mr. 
Peddie gave the meeting particulars of the very much better wav 
the book trade was conducted in Germany, where, apparently, 
anyone can examine any book on approval at bookshops almost 
anywhere. There were other speakers, including Messrs. Frank 
Pacy, Gurner P. Jones, and Sanderson, but nothing of a definite 
nature emerged, which indeed could hardly have been expected, 
no practical proposition having been presented to the meeting. 

This was the second of the meetings arranged by the L.A. for 
the present session, and if such spasmodic, haphazard affairs are 
to continue there is small probability of the Association reviving 
any general interest in its endeavours. Meanwhile there are stories 
floating around of the London Borough Librarians meeting in 
secret conclave to discuss things that matter to the profession, and 
thus once more the Association misses its opportunity for doing 
the important thing for acting wisely in consolidating the interests 
of the Association, its members and librarianship generally. 
Scarcely anything could exemplify better how completely the 
Association is out of touch with its members than these two events, 
both of which displayed a lamentable lack of knowledge, imagina- 
tion and enterprise. 


LIBRARY ASSISTANTS’ ASSOCIATION 


The first meeting of 1922 was held at the Central Library, 
Croydon, on January 11th, when the Croydon Committee and 
Staff laid themselves out to convince the members of the complete 
and advanced character of their library system. A small duplicated 
booklet distributed to each member explained the outstanding 
features of each department, and particular attention was focussed 
on the Junior Library—quite the largest we have seen—and the 
Newspaper Room—one of the smallest, on the other hand, and 
one of the prettiest, if the word may be allowed. 


In the afternoon about 30 members, under the guidance of Mr. 
John Ollis Pelton, J.P., the Chairman of the Libraries Committee 
and the historian of Croydon, visited the Whitgift Hospital, an 
Elizabethan almshouse with a collegiate quadrangle, a spot of 
quiet beauty and old-world perfection in the centre of the busiest 
thoroughfares. This was followed by tea at the invitation of the 
Libraries Staff Guild, a very pleasing event, which showed that 
Croydon has a large and, we dare say, charming girl staff now-a-days : 
quite an innovation since the L.A.A. visited Croydon last, early 
in 1915. A meeting of the junior members of the Association 
followed, in which Miss G. F. Siggs, assistant in the Junior Library, 
explained the methods of the department in which she works. 
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While this was in progress we examined the Junior Library itself : 
a long room, most carefully treated with charming pictures, 
statuettes, drapery, flowers and ingenious shelving. Obviously 
Croydon believes in this work and supports it well. 


The whole Association, now considerably increased, then met 
under the chairmanship of Councillor Pelton, and the Croydon 
Borough Accountant, Mr. James Harold McCall, F.S.A.A., read a 
brief, trenchant paper on “ Library Finance.” When visiting 
towns new to him, he remarked, he always sought out the public 
library, and was often surprised to find quite handsome buildings 
tucked away in side streets. On entering them he too often found 
that they possessed a poor supply of books. The cause was the 
old penny-rate limit. It seemed that ambitious councils had fre- 
quently accepted gifts of buildings which the penny-rate could 
not maintain. In part it was the fault of the Libraries Act of 1892, 
which was amusing reading to a business man. It gave authorities 
power to establish libraries, museums, schools of science and art, 
and other excellent things, and then (suddenly afraid) rendered 
the whole power impotent by restricting expenditure to one penny. 
Now that was removed, he urged that librarians must aim at making 
their estimates acceptable to their councils. Councils needed 
education, and one of the difficulties that librarians had experienced 
was due to the fact that reading was not a recreation or occupation 
of the average councillor. He proceeded to lay down the form of 
the estimate, and dwelt upon the nature of the records of expendi- 
ture the librarian himself should keep. Even when accounts were 
kept by the Finance Officer of the council, he was unable to antici- 
pate the expenditure as a librarian was able to do ; so the librarian 
must keep such records himself as would enable him to ascertain 
his position at any moment. Such matters as fines and petty 
receipts were mentioned, and for each of these an official receipt 
should be given. The Finance Department should make a weekly 
audit in the interest of the librarian as well as the public. In the 
event of money being scarce, he advocated the claims of the lending 
library as against the reference library. (A point on which we do 
not quite agree with Mr. McCall.) 

A brief discussion and votes of thanks followed. In reply the 
chairman spoke of his own experiences. Fines, he said, were not 
primarily a method of raising revenue, and receipts should be 
given for them even when the receipts cost almost as much as the 
fines produced. He advocated very liberal relations between 
the Chairman and the Chief Librarian. Together they should 
be empowered to buy any necessary books at any time. The 
Chairman should not in any way interfere with the administrative 
work of the Librarian, and “ not bother him over things which it 
did not matter much if they were settled one way or another” 
Coffee was served after the proceedings, and made a pleasant end 
to a useful meeting.
